Story of the Youngest 1000-Lb. Fat Producer 
In the World 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


completion of the strictly official yearly record of 
Berks Spring Farm Pontiac 755630. We knew from 
preliminary reports that she was going to exceed the 1,000- 
lb. fat mark, thus becoming not only a new world’s cham- 
pion for her age but also the youngest cow of any breed 
to exceed the 1,000-lb. fat mark. We were quite unpre- 
pared, however, for the figures given, which were 1,044.53 
ibs. fat (1,305.66 lbs. butter), 26,359.7 lbs. milk, showing 
an average test of 3.96 per cent fat for the year. This 
record was made at the age of 2 years, 10 months, 16 days 
and at first freshening. As an illustration of the possi- 
bilities of the development of the Holstein-Friesian cow, 
this performance is one of the most sensational in a breed 
that is distinguished by noteworthy records, and while it 
is, of course, too much to say that her performance will 
never be equalled by a first calf two-year-old, we are 
inclined to predict that every other championship record 
in our breed stands a better chance of being surpassed 
before this heifer is displaced from her proud position. 
My first introduction to Berks Spring Farm Pontiac was

In view of the fact that this record is, in a sense, epoch- 
making, we felt that a detailed account of her handling 
not only during the test but the years that preceded it, 
would be worth studying. We were, accordingly, glad to 
avail ourselves of Mr. Deysher’s invitation to come to the 
farm at the close of the show and go over the subject in 
the fullest detail with Manager Clark Berry, whose man- 
agement methods are working out so successfully at Berks 
Farm. 


Calf Raising Methods at Berks Farm 


These two famous record breaking sisters in their 
younger days received no different care or handling than 
is given to all of the youngsters at this farm. In brief, 
their system is as follows: The calves are fed four times 
a day for the first six weeks, starting in at a pound of 
whole milk a feed, which is increased gradually to about 
three pounds at a feeding. After they are about six weeks 
old, they are fed milk twice daily. Whole milk is cut out 

of the ration after about

youngsters too fat, but just in good growing condition. 
They plan to breed them at from fifteen to seventeen 
months old, so that they will freshen as junior two-year- 
olds. 

The heifers now in the lime light were not bred quite 
so early due to the fact that they were hunting for a 
junior herd sire and this pair were among the first bred 
to Sir Pietertje Chloe Ormsby, the young bull finally 
selected for this position. 

Fitting for Test 

After the heifers are about five months in calf, they 
are fed three times a day on the same ration listed above 
and at seven months, they are fed four times a day, this 
being conveniently done from the fact that testing on a 
four-time milking schedule is in progress almost con- 
tinuously throughout the year. They are continued on 
the same ration as listed above for the calves except that 
an extra 100 Ibs. of oil meal is added to the combination. 
They aim to have their heifers freshen in the best possible 
condition and give them all of this ration they will eat 
right up to freshening. After freshening, they are given a 
hot bran mash and the calves are taken away from their 
dams within the first twenty-four hours. About the third 
day after freshening, they are started on four-time milk- 
ing and are gradually changed over from the fitting ration 
to the following test ration, which figures about 20 per 
cent protein, 17 per cent digestible: 

300 lbs. Ground Oats 

300 lbs. Bran 

300 Ibs. Corn or Hominy 

300 Ibs. Gluten 

200 lbs. Dry Brewers Grains 

200 lbs. Cottonseed 

100 lbs. Oil Meal 

100 Ibs. Cocoanut Meal 

20 lbs. Salt 

10 lbs. Fish Meal 

8 lbs. Air Slaked Lime 

20 lbs. Charcoal 
Beet pulp, molasses, 
alfalfa hay, with water 
accessible. 

They do not attempt to crowd their animals at the 
start, usually taking about two weeks to change over from 
the fitting ration to the test ration, depending on the way 
the cow acts and following her taste somewhat. The grain 
ration is not fed in slop as some good feeders practice, 
but is mixed with the soaked beet pulp and silage with 
plenty of molasses. 

Berks Spring Farm Pontiac ate as high as twenty-eight 
pounds of the test ration a day at her maximum for about 
two months, being cut down quite materially during the 
hot weather of the summer. In addition to this heavy 
grain ration, she had about twenty pounds each of silage 
and beet pulp and all the alfalfa hay she would eat. She 
was never off her feed during the whole year and was so 
mannerly that she did not spill a single milking either. 
The test cows are kept in box stalls and get out in the 
yard practically every day in the year for about an hour 
and a half in the morning right after milking, for exercise.

Berks Spring Farm Pontiac and Berks Spring Farm Al 
cartra have been insparable companions from the days 
of their calfhood. Their stalls in the test barn are ad. 
joining and they customarily stand with their heads to- 
gether and are always together when the test cows are 
turned out for exercise. Walter Yoder, a son-in-law of 
Mr. Berry, as herdsman at Berks Farm, has been in direct 
personal charge of these heifers throughout the entire 
period of their tests. 


Both “Pontiac” and “Alcartra” gave promise of ex- 
ceptional producing ability in their short-time official 
records, which were the leaders in their class last year. 
“Pontiac” made slightly more in seven days with 32.10 
lbs. butter, 613.6 lbs. milk, winning first place in the Honor 
Lists last year, while ‘“Alcartra,’’ with 31.18 Ibs. butter, 
588 lbs. milk, was in second place. Their positions were 
reversed, however, in the 30-day division, “Alcartra” win- 
ning first place and establishing a new American record 
at that time with a production of 132.82 lbs. butter. “Pon- 
tiac” was a good second for the month with 129.19 lbs. 
butter. Both were continued for the full year under 
strictly official test. “Alcartra”’ finishing first with 884.08 
Ibs. fat (1,105.10 Ibs. butter), 19,995.5 lbs. milk, showing 
an average test for the year of 4.42 per cent fat. This was 
a new world’s record for fat production by a senior two- 
year-old on strictly official test and ranked as the second 
highest record ever made by a senior two-year-old for fat 
production. “Pontiac,” who finished in January, rather 
took the limelight away from her sister with her phenome- 
nal record, previously mentioned. Such a total as she 
registered was possible only by the most consistent per- 
formance during the year and the figures show that in 
her first seven days she produced 455.4 lbs. milk, while in 
the last seven days of her year she produced 433.6 Ibs. 
In her first two days on test, she milked 121.5 Ibs. and 
in her last two days 124.9 lbs. Her last day was 64.4 lbs., 
her high day during the year 97.1 lbs., and her average 
for the full year 72.3 Ibs. milk a day. Each and every 
milking throughout the whole year was under official su- 
pervision and she had five verification tests during the 
year, three of forty-eight hours each. She was bred June 
24 to Sir Pietertje Chloe Ormsby, thus missing qualifica- 
tion for the ten-months’ division by only a few weeks. 
Her sister, the Alcartra heifer, was bred to this same 
bull on July 8. This fact of their long pregnancy during 
the test adds greatly to the value of these records. Fol 
lowing is the production of Berks Spring Farm Pontiac 
during each month of her test:

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Selecting Sires for the Dairy Herd 


A Difficult Problem for the Breeder— Milk Records a Helpful but Incomplete Guide, According to British View

preeding than the dairy sire, and when one of the 

principal aims is dual-purpose character the difficulty 
is increased rather than diminished. The choice of the 
sire is, of course, a matter of cardinal importance and of 
very great difficulty in all stockbreeding enterprises. There 
are many characteristics to be looked for in all sires ac- 
cording to the requirements of the breed, but in most in- 
stances all the qualities that meet the eye are as easily 
discernible in one sex as in the other. In the case of 
dairy cattle, however, milking character difficult to detect 
with certainty in the female is much more obsecure in 
the male. 

Beef is as easily discerned in the bull as in the cow, 
mutton and wool in the ram as in the ewe, bone, action and 
symmetry in the stallion as in the mare, fleshing and form 
in boar as in the sow, and it is an axiom of stockbreeding 
that like tends to produce like. In building up the accumu- 
lation of merits that makes for prepotency and consistency 
we can examine, as far as our knowledge goes, the merits 
of all ancestors, but in the case of dairy cattle we have 
gaps all along-the male side, including the bull, whose 
value we are trying to assess. For pedigree knowledge of 

*the bull’s worth for milk we must rely almost entirely upon 
the merits of the cows from which he is descended. 
Milk Records 

Milk records have, of course, helped to simplify the 
task of choosing a bull for a dairy herd, but it has also 
introduced dangers that are very real. It is common 
knowledge, indeed general experience, that a heavy milk- 
ing cow does not always produce heavy milking daughters. 
We may have a fifteen-hundred gallon (15,000-lb.) cow, 
some of whose daughters become her equal or even supe- 
rior in milk production, while others, perhaps full sisters, 
cannot be prevailed upon to give half of this amount. 
We may even have cows, all of whose daughters fall short 
of them as milkers without any adequate explanation be- 
ing discoverable in the breeding on the sire’s side. 

As daughters of a heavy milker may fail to inherit their 
dam’s milking character, or may inherit it in varying de- 
grees, SO We may assume that her sons will vary. Indeed, 
no guessing is required, for it is every-day experience that 
they do. In the female the lapse is detected, but we have 
to wait for another generation to discover it in the male. 
Milk records are a great assistance, but they do not pro- 
vide data from which infallible deductions can be drawn. 

Blind Reliance on Records 

It has been mentioned that a real danger attaches to 
milk records, and this is to be found partly in a blind 
faith that a bull well bred for milk must produce heavy 
milkers, but chiefly in making -the scales the supreme 
test, or worshipping at the shrine of exceptional records. 
In the breeding of pedigree cattle breed character must re- 
main one of the primary considerations, and in the breed- 
ing of all dairy cattle form, stamina, and cOnstitution can- 
not be ignored. It happens with all breeds that some of 
the heaviest milkers are in themselves moderate animals, 
judged by every standard except milk production, and it 
may be claimed that in the dairy herd milk production 
is almost the only thing that matters. Prolonged and per- 
sistent milk production is, however, largely a matter of 
stamina, stamina again of conformation, and conformation 
of consistent breeding to one standard. A blind trust in 
milk records must lead quickly into degeneracy, and prove 
a handicap rather than assistance. Because it is the ob- 
ject to breed heavy yielders it does not follow that the 
best results will always be obtained from breeding from 
those with the greatest yields to their credit. 


The Breeder’s Problem 

The breeder’s problem is how best to combine breed 
character, conformation, stamina, and yielding power. 
What particular characteristic should he build upon? 
Should he start with heavy yielding capacity, and try to 
graft the others on to it, or should be begin with the char- 
acter and conformation, and work towards the yield? I 
do not think that there can be any question about the lat- 
ter being the safer course. Character and conformation 
are much more difficult to regain if they are lost and when 
they are lost it is only a matter of time, and generally a 
Short time, before milking capacity goes with them. We 


T trees is no more difficult problem in farm livestock 


do not require to go to poor milkers to obtain the necessary 
character and constitution, and heavy production does not 
necessarily mean that they must'be absent. If we can get 
all the required qualifications in one animal it is likely 
to prove "the one we are looking for and if it transmits 
all its merits it certainly is. This combination, however, 
is so rare that it is negligible, and it is the safer plan to 
look first for primary merits, and take as much as we can 
of the others. 

Success in dairy cattle breeding is founded upon con- 
stitution. Heavy milk production is a severe tax on a 
cow’s system. No cow with .a weak constitution can con- 
tinue giving very heavy yields, heavy according to her 
size, but in the absence of cast-iron stamina she may ruin 
such constitution as she has. It is quite possible and very 
common for a cow to have milking character beyond her 
constitution, with the result that she and her race fade 
away. The use of a bull from such a dam can only end 
in disaster. 

In the early days of milk recording one frequently heard 
the objection that it would destroy the capacity for good 
judgment, which would decay owning to disuse, but so far 
from this being the case milk records increase the field 
for the exercise of sound judgment. They supply more 
precise information along one particular line so that the 
breeder instead of guessing at certain things has trust- 
worthy data to go upon. He does not find matters settled 
for him, but only obtains facts to help him to arrive at 
a decision. 

Analogy with Laying Poultry 

There is a fairly close analogy between laying poultry 
and the dairy herd. In each case the return comes through 
an essentially female function. In both cases a sire’s value 
can be gauged only by the performance of his daughters, 
but in poultry breeding the returns come much more 
quickly, so that breeding experience accumulates more 
rapidly. It has been found in poultry breeding that the 
big layers are seldom bred from stock with extreme egg 
records. The tax upon the constitution of the heavy layer 
is similar to that upon the constitution of the heavy 
milker. 

Now all this might be taken to point to heavy yields in 
dairy cattle as a mistake. Far from it, for heavy yields 
must be the aim, and the only ultimate aim, in the breed- 
ing of dairy stock where dual-purpose character is not a 
plank of the breeders’ platform. What I desire to empha- 
sise is that the desired yields cannot be attained and re- 
tained without due regard to the constitution and stamina 
of which vigor is but a sign. 

Importance of the Udder 

There is another fault often seen in heavy milkers— 
a badly shaped udder. Indeed, many of our heaviest 
yielders have rather atrocious vessels. What then, is the 
sense of striving after symmetry and shape of bag when 
the shapely vessel is outstripped in milk production by the 
ugly pendulous, badly-balanced, split-up and windy-teated 
vessel? Here again, however, we have to look to the 
future rather than the present. A good level vessel is 
much more likely to wear well, and is less liable to the ills 
that udders are heir to. The sloppy, pendulous bag is more 
liable to injury, and the coarse teats cost much more to 
milk. Incidentally easy milking does not, perhaps get all 
the attention it deserves in. these days of high wages; a 
hard milker’ that keeps a man a few minutes longer at 
every milking brings a considerable bill against herself 
in the course of a year. The shape of the udder is not a 
fancy point set up against utility qualities. The stock- 
breeder has to wage a constant war against degeneracy 
and to the correction of faults—faults that in moderation 
are not a serious blot on the commercial value of an an- 
imal, but that if allowed to develop unchecked would ruin 
any race of cattle. There can be no question that the 
sire is a very important factor in determining the shape 
of the udder, and a son of a cow with a bad udder is not 
likely to give satisfactory results even if the dam’s record 
is exceptional. 

Breed Character 

The maintenance of breed type and character some- 

times involve points that it is somewhat difficult to sep-

Year's Accomplishments Reviewed—Action Taken on Matters of Importance to the 
Holstein Breed 
By ROBERT GEIGER. Sec’y 


represented at the Annual Meeting of the Minnesota 
Holstein Breeders’ Association held at the University 
Farm on Friday, January 22d. 

A great deal of interest was manifested on the part of 
everyone present in the future of the Holstein industry 
in the central northwest section, and plans were made 
for renewed activities in the building up of interest in 
Holstein cattle. Secretary Robert Geiger reviewed the ac- 
complishments of the organization during the past year, 
the following being briefly summarized: 

1. Purebred Sire Campaign. The Purebred Sire Cam- 
paign was continued; a total of five counties being covered 
during the past year, bringing the total number of sires 
placed up to the present time to 1116; 44 per cent of these 
sires being Holsteins. 

2. Membership work. The membership in the State 
Association was increased to 817. Nineteen counties now 
being affiliated with the State Association with fourteen 
on the waiting list to be organized. From the standpoint 
of membership and renewed interest on the part of Hol- 
stein breeders throughout the state, 1926 promises to be 
a banner year. 


3. Calf Clubs. The largest enrollment of Holstein 
calves in the history of Minnesota Calf club work was se- 
cured during the past year. Much of this increase can be 
credited to the activities of the organized county Holstein 
Associations in cooperation with the County Agents and 
the State Club Department. 


4. Cow Testing Associations. There was also a marked 
increase in the number of Cow Testing Associations or- 
ganized during the past year, and the activities along this 
line can in practically every instance be traced to the 


T represented a County Holstein Associations were 


efforts of Holstein breeders and Holstein clubs cooperat-_ 


ing with the various agencies behind this undertaking. 


5. County Holstein Exhibits. Twenty County Holstein 
Associations were assisted directly through the State As- 
sociation in putting on good educational exhibits for their 
County Fairs. Approximately 20,000 circulars on Holsteins 
and 5,000 true type windshield stickers being distributed 
in connection with these exhibits. The Holstein film, Jon- 
athan Barr’s Conversion, was shown at 49 meetings, at 
which there was a total attendance of approximately 10,- 
000. Much publicity material was also disseminated 
through the breed papers, daily papers and the Minnesota 
Holstein-Friesian News, of which four issues were pub- 
lished. 

6. County Show Herds. An especial effort was made 
this year to secure a representative Holstein exhibit at 
our State Fair; a fund of $250.00 being set aside by the 
Board of Directors to finance this undertaking. Assistance 
was given in 12 counties in selecting a herd; 8 counties 
showing at the State Fair and assisting materially in mak- 
ing up the largest Holstein exhibit since 1920. 


7. Holstein Gatherings. During the year the State 
Association was represented through its Secretary at 86 
meetings, at which there was an attendance of approxi- 
mately 8,000. 

The financial report for 1925 showed the Association 
in good financial condition; the year’s business showing 
a deficit of $474.00. 

Proposed changes in the By-Laws were acted upon 
favorably, and a thorough discussion was held regarding 
all the resolutions submitted to the meeting; the more 
important of which are as follows: 


Resolution on Death of Pres. Winship 

Whereas, On December 14, 1925, in his home city of 
Owatonna, E. T. Winship, our beloved president passed 
away, thereby depriving us of his forceful, yet kindly per- 
sonality, which was a far reaching influence throughout

Whereas, The Association agrees from monthly tests 
(48 hours in length) made by an employee of the Advanced 
Registry Department, the State- Universities working 
through the Advanced Registry Department of our Na 
tional Association, to furnish each member with a record 
of the individual performance of each animal subscribed, 
and to advise the members in regard to economical feeding 
and improvement of their herds and 
Whereas, by the act of affixing our signatures below, 
we express our desire to become members of said Asso- 
ciation, for the object above stated: 
Now Therefore, in consideration of our admission to 
membership and the services above mentioned, we make 


’ this agreement with said Association and with the other 


persons who are now or shall hereafter become members 
of said Association: 

We severally agree and promise to pay to the treasurer 
ef the Association, in consideration of the yearly records 
of our herds, the sum of $8.00 per month for the services 
rendered, and also the $2.00 a year advance registration 
fee. The maximum number of cows that will be tested in 
one day is (15) on two-time-a-day milking, and on three 
or four-time-a-day-milking, the number of cows will be 
determined by the number that one man milks regularly. 
Should our respective herds contain more than fifteen cows 
(in milk) we agree to pay $8.00 for each additional two 
days of the tester’s services. 

We agree that if any cows in the test die or are sold 
from the herd before the year is ended, there shall be no 
reduction in the amount to be paid per month, but other 
cows may be substituted in place of the cows that died oF 
were sold.

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Increasing Demand for Holsteins 


VIDENCE continues to accumulate that the market for 
E good Holsteins is improving right along. Breeders 
are reporting more satisfactory private demand for 
the surplus animals. This is particularly noticeable in 
connection with desirable bulls about ready for service. 
Desirable animals, combining good type along with pro- 
duction records and proven blood lines, find a ready sale 
and there are many indications that there will be an ac- 
tual shortage of such bulls to supply the usual spring 
trade. Evidently, the dairymen and breeders who are 
locking ahead a bit into the future are making their plans 
to raise more good heifers. The tendency during the past 
several years has been in the other direction as the prices 
on heifer calves and yearlings have been generally quite 
unsatisfactory with the result that all available figures 
show greatly decreased numbers of the young animals in 
the herds of the country at present. This can result only 
in a shortage a little later on when the normal supply 
of heifers is needed to replace older cows worn out by 
age or condemned and slaughtered for disease. It seems 
like logical reasoning that the breeder who produces well 
grown quality stuff will be well repaid for his efforts. 
The reports coming in, however, are not confined to 
bull sales by any means. One breeder, who has followed 
out a consistent program of showing animals at the prin- 
cipal fairs in his section, along with a continuous testing 
program, reports that during the past two months he has 
sold fifty head of surplus animals at private sale and at an 
average price exceeding any of the auction sales of the fall 
with the exception of the Murphy Farms Dispersal, which 
went well above the $400 mark. Another breeder reports 
more visitors coming to look at his cattle as prospective 
buyers than at any time since 1920. The three big con- 
signment sales of national importance scheduled for the 
spring months will provide a good index of the valuations 
the public places upon quality Holsteins marketed under 
dependable, confidence-inspiring conditions. We look for- 
‘ward with the utmost confidence to the results of these 
sales as establishing beyond question a sound level of 
values for good Holsteins. Constantly increasing receipts 
from registrations and transfers by the Holstein- Friesian 
Association of America is another barometer pointing to- 
ward “fair and warmer” in the Holstein industry.

As a five-year-old, she 
made a 7-day record of 33.79 lbs. butter, 515.4 Ibs. milk, 
and in 30 days 133.58 lbs. butter, 2,540.8 lbs. milk. She was 
exhibited at the National Dairy Show in 1912, winning 
fourth place in a very strong class. At that show, her 
daughter, Bonnie Ormsby Lass, showing in two-year-old 
form, was grand champion of the show, being the young- 
est heifer ever to win the National grand championship. 
Another daughter, Hazelwood Bessie Pauline, a 29-lb. cow, 
is dam of Hazelwood Bessie Pauline Heilo, All-American 
senior yearling in 1922, reserve All-American two-year-old 
in 1923 and grand champion cow at the Brentwood show 
in 1925. Hazelwood Bracelet Korndyke, a son of Bonnie 
Lass Pauline, was formerly in service at Hazelwood Farm 
and a large part of the present herd trace to Bonnie Lass 
Pauline through this bull. The granddaughters of this 
son of Bonnie Lass Pauline include at least two All-Amer- 
ican winners. Bonnie Bess Pauline was bred by J. R.

An Interesting Experiment 


An interesting experiment in the value of milk for 
under-nourished children is being carried out in one of 
the public schools at Frederick, Maryland. A half-pint of 
milk daily is being furnished without charge to eighty 
under-nourished pupils in this school and the results will 
be checked after four weeks’ trial. The milk is being 
furnished by Charles Wertheimer, a Holstein breeder of 
Frederick, who has taken a leading part with officials 
of the school and city, in having the experiment tried 
out. If the results warrant, it is expected that the school 
board will have milk provided for all under-nourished 
school children in the county.

I have been in calf club work two 
years and have taken the “News” one 
year. I have not been a mem- 
ber of Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America Club as my calves have not 
been registered in my name. I expect 
to have them transferred in a month 
or so, however, and then I expect to 
join. 

I got my first registered heifer as 
a yearling and she freshened March 
12th. At that time she was only 
twenty-one months old. She has been 
milking over five gallons since then; 
in fact, she gave forty-one pounds 
ioday. 

I have two young purebred heifers; 
one from my cow and the other from 
the Penrose Dairy at Colorado 
Springs. I expect to show one of 
them at the Arkansas Valiey Fair this 
fall. Two years ago last fall I ex- 
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hibited a grade heifer and took third 
place. I have no grades left now. 

My brother and I keep records of 
the milk our heifers give.

COMBINED MILK AND BUTTER 
" PRODUCTION 


A South Dakota reader of the World 
writes: 

“I frequently see it stated in the 
papers that some cow has broken 
some record for combined milk and 
butter. I would like to know just how 
they figure a combined milk and 
butter record, so am writing you for 
the information.” 


Authorities differ as to the meaning 
of this term. The method of obtaining 
a cow’s ranking for combined milk and 
butter which we favor and which we 
believe is in quite general use is as 
follows: First we ascertain the’ cow’s 
ranking among butter producers, and 
let us say she ranks second. Then we 
find her ranking as a milk producer 
and let us suppose she ranks third. 
The figures two and three are added 
together making five and if no other 
cow has so small a total as five we 
consider this cow a world’s champion 
for milk and butter combined. Some 
have criticised this method of com- 
putation, but while we appreciate that 
this method has its faults, we have 
never yet seen anything proposed 
which suits us better.

Both of these sensational heifers 
were bred at Mr. Deysher’s Berks 
Farm and were sired by his senior 
herd bull, King Tweede Spring Farm 
912246. As the pedigree, shown on 
another page of this issue, reveals, he 
is a son of Spring Farm King, the old 
Francis Jones herd sire and out of a 
daughter of Spring Farm King Pon- 
tiac. King Tweede was brought into 
Pennsylvania at an early age by B. F. 
Jones, of Montrose, Pa., and he was 
used in the Jones and Decker herds 
of that town until he was about four 
year old. There were about thirty 
breeding cows in the three herds in 
which he was being used, so that his 
opportunities were not large. He is 
now rounding out his fifth year of 
service in the Deysher herd and they 
have about thirty of his daughters in 
the herd. They are a promising lot, 
particularly, after they begin to ap- 
proach producing age and are demon- 
strating real dairy quality. He has 
twenty-eight A. R. O. daughters, sev- 
en above 30 Ibs. in heifer form. Three 
have completed records for the full 
year averaging 1,199.55 Ibs. butter at 
an average of just thirty-six months 
of age. A four-year-old daughter, fin- 
ishing her seventh day on test, during 
our visit, had over 31 lbs. to her credit 
at the time of my visit and another 
two-year-old daughter was milking 
over 70 Ibs. and still going strong 
with better than three pounds of fat 
a day to her credit. One of the foun- 
dation cows was running on official 
test also with 33.70 lbs. in 7 days, 
140.07 Ibs. in 30 days. 

The policy at Berks Farm is to test 
everything at each freshening until 
the maximum production appears to be 
reached. They aim for a 305-day rec- 
ord in each lactation with regular 
breeding, with full yearly records un- 
der special circumstances. During the 
present season, they will have thirteen 
long-time records completed, including 
a number in the 305-day division that 
will average over 900 Ibs. butter at 
less than three years of age. They 
have made in the four years that Mr. 
Berry has been in charge of the herd, 
a total of seventeen 30-lb. records and 
twelve 1,000-lb. records, including two 
above 1,000 lbs. butterfat, three above 
1,000 Ibs. butter as two-year-olds and 
three above 1,000 lbs. butter in the 
ten-months’ division. Altogether they 
have broken seven world’s records in 
the four years. Mr. Deysher was form- 
erly an extensive owner of trotting 
horses and used to follow the races 
from their opening early in the sum- 
mer clear through to the end of the 
circuit in the fall. He is ready to ad- 
mit, however, that he gets more 
“kick” and pleasure out of his cows 
than he ever did out of the horses. 
The horses have all been disposed of 
and the barns, which were built origi- 
nally for trotters, have been converted 
into very comfortable accommoda- 
tions for the cows. The farm consists 
of 226 acres of very productive land. 
Alfalfa grows satisfactorily with a lit- 
tle coaxing, and this last year they 
produced not only enough corn to fill 
their silos to overflowing but they also 
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husked 4,000 bushels, which is going 
a long way in reducing the bill for 
purchased concentrates this winter. 
The milk from the herd is marketed in 
Reading at wholesale, a special mar- 
ket now being developed for baby milk 
that, it is hoped, will largely increase 
the farm income from this source as 
time goes on. 

Mr. Deysher spared no expense in 
assembling his foundation animals and 
to mate with them, in addition to King 
Tweede Spring Farm, he is using Sir 
Pietertje Chloe Ormsby, a son of Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 41st (he

Selective Registration Endorsed 

2. Whereas, there is considerable agitation on the part 
of Holstein breeders throughout the United States for 
some action regarding selective registration of Holstein- 
Friesian cattle. 

Be It Resolved, that the Minnesota Holstein Breeders’ 
Association endorse the action on the part of the Board of 
Directors of our National Association in selecting a com- 
mittee to devise some plan which will be both simple and 
workable for the selective registration of Holstein cattle;

3. Whereas, the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America has been most ably and efficiently served by its

Whereas, said Association has through its publicity and 
its coperation with the National Dairy Council, and its 
cooperation with the National Dairy Association, and its 
cooperation witi the various State Holstein Associations,

Be It Resolved, that we recommend and request the 
Dairy. Department at Washington to make it known 
through its bureau of standards that any pure and yp. 
adulterated milk as it comes from the cow containing 
three per cent or more of butterfat and a proportionate 
amount of other solids is a wholesome and _ nutritioys 
beverage and food; and be it 


Further Resolved, that we urge the Government at 
Washington to recommend that it be made lawful through- 
out the United States to sell and buy milk containing three 
per cent or more of butterfat, and corresponding per. 
centages of other solids, and that it be provided in thefr 
recommendations where cities, towns or states have 
adopted other standards requiring a higher percentage of 
butterfat and other solids, that milk as described above 
may be sold provided the container of said milk be labelled 
distinctly setting forth the minimum percentage of fat 
contained in said milk.

One of the faults we have to guard against in all 
breeds is degeneracy into mongrelism, with the loss of the 
prepotency built up by generations of careful breeding. 
Breed type is an important foundation in breeding for the 
future, and in maintaining a standard, and is an elementary 
factor that no breeder can afford to neglect. Indeed, in 
pedigree breeding it must be the foundation upon which 
all is built. 

In the selection of the stock bull the breeder of dairy 
cattle has to study breed type, character, form, constitu- 
tion, and pedigree. He must get not only a good bull, but 
one bred from good stock as far as he can discover. He 
must get the best milk records in the immediate dams 
he can obtain, combined with these other qualities, and 


even so bulls will be found that fall much short of ex- 


pectations. This failure of pedigree may sometimes be 
apparent in the beef male when it is hidden in the dairy- 
bred bull. The supreme difficulty is that the breeder has 
to discover it in the failure of his stock. He may have 
suspicion when heifers have reached a year or so of age, 
but he has to wait until they have calved before he feels 
even fairly certain, and until the sire’s daughters have 
reached second-calf stage, before he can be dogmatic. In 
other words, no one can speak with certainty about the 
dairy sire until he has reached five or six years of age.

How many 
1,000-lb. cows have produced daugh- 
ters sired by sons of 1,000-lb. cows, 
and given an equal chance to be 
tested? How many herds doing semi- 


Perhaps Mr. Toal-. 
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official testing have carried on -the 
work for three or more generations? 
How many sons of 1,000-lb. cows have 
gone into herds where no semi-offi- 
cial testing has been done? I could 
name three sons of 1,000-lb., or near 
1,000-lb. cows right here in Cumber- 
land County. Two of them have over 
1,000-lb. averages for two or more 
near dams, both of them being from 
cows with records of more than 900 
lbs. butter in a year. Only one of 
these three sires has daughters in 
milk, and two of his daughters were 
tested as two-year-olds in Class C, 
making over 600 lbs. butter each.

During the calendar year just closed 
the purebred Holstein herd at the 
Traverse City State Hospital made a 
remarkable showing in milk produc- 
tion for a herd of its size. Ninety-six 
cows and heifers of all ages produced 
a total of 1,271,167 Ibs. of milk, an av- 
erage of 13,246.6 lbs. per cow. The 
highest individual production during 
the period was 22,918 lbs. and the next 
was 21,153. Six other cows made 
above 19,000 lbs..and these eight made 
a total of 160,016 lbs., or an average of 
20,002 Ibs. each. Sixteen cows 
ranged between 15,000 and 19,000 Ibs. 
each. The combined production of 
the 24 highest producers, each above 
15,000 lbs. was 426,390 lbs. or an aver- 
age of 17,766.2 lbs. each. Forty-eight 
others produced from 10,000 to 15,000 
Ibs. each. -Thus 72 cows and heifers 
in this herd produced above 10,000 
Ibs. of milk each during the year. The 
total production of these 72 cows and 
heifers was 1,038,666 lbs., an average 
of 14,425.9 Ibs. An average of over 
13,000 lbs. per cow in a herd of nearly 
100 head is certainly remarkable and 
indicates not only a herd of high qual- 
ity and great capacity but also the 
best of care and feed as well as ex- 
cellent judgment on the part of those 
immediately in charge. 

The average production of the cows 
of Michigan according to the last Fed- 
eral census is 3,918 lbs. of milk per 
year and on this basis the Traverse 
City State Hospital would require a 
herd of 324 cows of average producing 
ability to take the place of the present 
herd of 96 which is supplying the in- 
stitution with milk.

in the state. In the 365-day division, 
Yankton State Hospital Holsteins now 
hold three of the seven State records 
for butter and four of the seven for 
milk. 

The new champion is a daughter of 
King Colantha Ormsby Bess 11th, 
whose first six daughters to freshen 
made two-year-old records averaging 
over 20 Ibs., four of them averaging 
over 24 lbs. On long test in addition 
to the champion described in this 
story he has a daughter that has made 
a 305-day record as a junior two-year- 
old of 702 lbs. butter from 17,199 Ibs. 
milk, qualifying by dropping twin 
calves. He has more daughters soon 
to freshen that are described as very 
promising. The champion and her 
dam, grandam and great grandam 
were all bred at Yankton State Hos- 
pital, where so many of South Da- 
kota’s best producers have been bred 
and developed. 

As has already been mentioned, the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, very properly, has never en- 
couraged too early breeding of heifers 
by making a separate classification 
for yearling producers. _ There are, 
however, a number of cases where 
Holstein heifers have freshened, some- 
times accidentally, before they were 
two-year-olds and have made very 
good records. Glancing back through 
the records of the Advanced Registry 
we find eleven different heifers of the 
breed that have produced better than 
20.000 Ibs. milk in yearling form and 
seven of these have from 900 to 1,088 
lbs. butter. The following list of the 
leading yearling producers of the 
breed in the 365-day division may be 
of interest.

THINGS 


A Michigan subscriber, who al- 
though only a beginner in the Holstein 
business, is an active booster for the 
Holstein cow and one of the organiz- 
ers of a good Holstein Bull Associa- 
tion, writes for a little information on 
various Holstein matters, which we 
are glad to give here. He asks the 
following questions: 

1. What is the average for the 
breed for all year records for both 
milk and fat? 

2.. How does the life-time produc- 
tion of Tilly Alcartra compare with 
that of the Jersey, Sophie 19th of 
Hood Farm? 

3. How does the record of Rose De 
Kol Wayne Butter Boy for her first 
five lactations compare with that of 
the Jersey, Vive La France? 

4. What is the meaning of the fol- 
lowing expressions as used in Holstein 
pedigrees: S. O. daughters, A. R. S. O. 
daughters, Proved Daughters, Produc- 
ing Daughters? 

The answers to these questions are 
as follows:

PRODUCT 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Mr. Upton’s discussion of individu- 
ality in Holstein milk in the January 
16 issue of the World prompts the 
following comment:

entere!] in the Advanced Registry. 
The term A. R. S. O. daughters, how- 
ever, is loosely used by some pedi- 
gree writers to include all daughters 
that have long-time records, either 
strictly official or semi-official and is 
generally so understood when it is 
used in a pedigree. 

A “Producing Daughter” is a daugh- 
ter that has produced one or more A. 
R. daughters.

A Federal farm board to regulate 
crop production for the farmer, as 
the Federal Reserve Board adjusts na- 
tion-wide credit facilities for the in- 
dustrial world, was advocated by Mr. 

Acting through 
cooperative groups representing cer- 
tain crops, such a farm board, he 
said, might expect to prevent’ the 
“ruinous over-production,” which from 
time to time confronts agricultural 
producers, “turning the surplus of the 
very essentials of life from a burden 
into a blessing.” 

Continuing, Mr. Lowden said that 
the farmer is always confronted with 
this dilemma: 

“If he produce too little the world 
will go hungry and naked; if he pro- 
duce too much, the surplus for the 
time may break the price he receives 
for his product to a point where it 
would have been better for him to let 
his fields lie fallow.”"—New York 
Times.

The University of Nebraska North 
Platte Substation takes another first 
place in the Nebraska Holstein-Fries- 
ian prize list. N. P. Topsy Piebe, a 
senior two-year-old heifer, completed 
a 30-day semi-official test with 107.73 
Ibs. of butter and 2,148 lbs. of milk 
to her credit. Her 7-day production 
was 25.34 lbs. of butter and 496 lbs. 
of milk, giving her second place in 
Nebraska in this class.

The herd that N. P. Topsy Piebe 
graces is comparatively small. It con- 
sists of 7 cows that have finished lac- 
tation periods at mature ages, 20 heif- 
ers in milk and a like number of 
younger heifers together with a few 
male calves and the herd bull. 

There are now in the herd ten cows 
and heifers each of which has pro- 
duced, on official test, above 30 lbs. 
of butter in 7 days with an average 
of 32.37 Ibs.

Re-election by an overwhelming ma- 
jority of Alex Todd, Yakima Holstein 
breeder, and of J. B. Vance to the 
executive board:of the Yakima Dairy- 
men’s association at the annual meet- 
ing in Yakima, January 9, was taken 
as satisfactory evidence of confidence 
in the management. H. C. Davis, Hol- 
stein breeder of Granger, also was 
chosen to the board. A small minor- 
ity of dissatified members sought to 
air their views at the meeting, but 
were denied the floor on a point of 
order, and their leaders were asked to 
resign from the board, of which Todd 
is president. Association sales during 
the past year totaled $631,610, a 14 per 
cent gain over those of 1924, and but 
$5,382 remains to be paid on stock 
subscription notes. Capital stock paid 
‘for totals $34,240 and the association 
is in good shape financially. Outstand- 
ing accomplishments of the past year 
include the opening of a branch plant 
at Grandview, and the purchase of 
ground adjoining the Yakima plant to 
provide for anticipated business ex- 
pansion.

Due to a lesser demand for purebrea 
cattle, particularly bulls, the depart- 
ment announces, the number of breed- 
ers doing official testing is consider- 
ably smaller than it has been for the 
past three years, and smaller than 
ever since 1920.
